1* While we will haw to comply -with any firm retirements of 
the President’ e Board, I strongly urge that the Beard be asked to 
re -consider some oi‘ the details in its memorandum of 18 June. 

2. Seports called for in order to be valid and useful will require 
a vei*y considerable! amount of work. Moreover, those that encompass the 
functioning of other agencies will probably involve protracted coordination. 
After considerable effort we convinced Dillon Anderson and, I believe, 

the President of the desirability of eliminating our serai-annual report 
and m a kin g one on the whole foreign intelligence program as at the end of 
each fiscal year. You haw also directed each of the IAC subcommittees 
to make its report on the basis of the fiscal year. 

3. Therefore, as a minimum, I urge that you ask the President’s 
Board to accept the IAC report as of 30 June instead of requiring additional 
reports as of 1 my and 1 November. 

U. As to other reports from the various offices of CIA, I would also 
urge that these be done on the basis of the fiscal year, or at least semi- 
annually as of >3 June and 31 December. AH the statistical records we
